2. The terminal disclaimer filed on October 1 8, 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of any patent granted on application numbers 10/645,797, 10/671,729, 10/671,736 and 
10/714,945 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches an inkjet color ink comprising an aqueous medium, at least one 
yellow dye having a Amax of from 390 nm to 470 nm and an [l(Amax + 70 nm)/l(Amax)] 
ratio of an absorbance l(Amax + 70 nm) at Amax - 70 nm to an absorbance l(Amax) at 
Amax of not more than 0.4 and at least one dye having a Amax of longer than 470 nm 
and not longer than 750 nm, the at least one yellow dye and the at least one dye being 
at least dissolved or dispersed in the aqueous medium and having the properties as 
claimed by applicants. The closest prior art of record is U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No's. 2004/0053988 and 2004/0070654, both issued to Taguchi et al., 
however, applicants have filed a certified English translation of their foreign priority, 
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which entitles them to a date of November 18, 2002, which is earlier than the effective 
filing dates of the above U.S. Patent Application Publication No's. Accordingly, the 
102(e) rejection over US 2004/0053988 and the 103(a) rejection over US 2004/0070654 
have been overcome and the application is allowable.
